ALL NOW AGREE TO 
TRACT ION PLANS. 


Internal Troubles of the 
North and West Side In- 
terests at Last Are 
Harmonized. 


CAN ACCEPT ORDINANCE, 


Order of Possession Drawn Up 
for Chicago Railways Com- 
pany to Take Over 
Properties. 


The internal troubles of the Union Traction 
system are settled. 

The last consent to the modified plan of re- 
organization was secured yesterday. For 
the first time the company can present a 
united fnont in its effort to keep alive and 


the medium of the Chicago Railways com- 
pany. 

According to the present plans the hope is 
to be able to turn over possession of the 
traction properties to the Railways com- 
pany before Feb. 1, the last day of grace that 
the company has in which to accept the 
ordinance allowing it to operate. The first 
order will be entered in the United States 
court tomorrow and after that events are ex- 
pected to follow quickly. 

The plan of reorganization is due in Chi- 
cago this morning and word came from New 
York in advance that every representative 
of the bondholders, no matter what kind of 
bonds, had signed it. This included not only 
all trust companies which act as trustees 
of bonds, but even Louis g. Owsley as ad- 
ministrator of the Yerkes estate, represent- 
ing the $6,500,000 of bonds of the Consolidated 
company, and the almost forgotten $1,000,000 
worth of bonds of the Van Buren Street 
Tunnel gompany. 

The only people holding out are the small 
interests represented by Charles H. Aldrich 
and Henry Crawford, and there has been no 
attempt to placate them. 


Order of Possession Drawn Up. 

So well satisfied were the Union Traction 
people with the situation last evening that 
they drew up the order of possession under 
which the Chicago Railways company is 
expected to take over the properties. This 
order differs materially from the one en- 
tered before by Judge Grosscup and which 
the United States Court of Appeals over- 
threw. It still retaine the form of a lease 
of the traction properties by the receivers 
to the Chicago Railways company, but this 
lease is simply one pending the foreclosure 
of a mortgage. It is not intended to use the 
lease as a means of keeping the properties 
in possession of the court. The title will 
be given the Railways company as soon as 
the foreclosure sale is had. 

The temporary lease, however, is expected 
to serve the purpose of putting the Chicago 
Railways company in possession of the prop- 
erties so it can accept the city ordinance 
and proceed to operate the properties. Then 
when the foreclosure sale comes this com- 
pany would be in possession and in position 
to make the first bid. It is argued that the 
Chicago City company, the only other pos- 
sible bidder, would not compete at the sale 
against an operating company, especially 
as the two corporations are on nominally 
friendly terms. 


New Reorganization Plan. 

The new plan of reorganization largely fol- 
lows the former one, with one important ex- 
ception. It provides that the new bonds 
to be issued for rehabilitation purposes shall 
be a first mortgage on properties except as 
against present bondholders who may object 
or fail to consent to the proposition. Any 
of these bondholders are left free to go into 
court and maintain their legal rights if they 
want to. 

The idea of this is to get around the decision 
of the court of appeals in the former case 
that however much a plan of reorganization 
might be for the benefit of the bondholders, 
yet a court could not make a contract for 
them, and if even one of them wanted to ob- 
ject he had the right to. It is recognized 
that while the consent of the overwhelming 
majority of the bondholders is now practi- 
cally assured, yet there is a considerable 
number whom it is a physical impossibility 
to reach, and some who would object if they 
were reached, So they are to be given their 
day in court. 

They will have to bring their suits on their 
individual account, however, as the trust 
companies are all agreed to the plan of re- 
organization and will not bring sult, as they 
did in the other case. 


Higher Interest on Bonds. 

The other material change in the plan of 
reorganization is to raise the rate of interest 
on the securities the Chicago Railways com- 
pany will issue in exchange for present bonds 
from 4% to 8 per cent after Feb. 11, 1912. 
This ts put in as an inducement to the bond- 
holders to agree to the arrangement. There 
is Also a clause limiting the amount of re- 
habilitation bonds the Chicago Railways 
company can issue—the first mortgage bonds 
—to the.actual amount required to put the 
properties into the shape required by the 
ordinance. 

Prof. John C, Gray of Harvard Law school, 
the arbitrator named by the ordinance, will 
arrive this morning, and he and Judge Gross- 
cup will take up tomorrow the plan of re- 
organization and hear all objections which 
may be urged against it. The only possible 
ones looked for are from Attorneys Aldrich 
and Crawford. Then Judge Grosscup, sitting 
in the United States Circuit court, will enter 
the order of possession whereby the Chicago 
Railways company 1a to take over the prop- 
erties. 

Then the cross bills of the various trust 
companies asking to have the traction sys- 
tem sold under foreclosure sale will be taken 
up and acted on. To all thesd proceedings 
all parties interested who could be reached 
have agreed and it is not expected any serious 
opposition to them will be made in the court 
proceedings.

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BRITAIN PURSUES IRISH LAD. 


Chicagoans Seek to Prevent the 
Extradition of Patrick Cox. 


APPEAL MADE TO ROOSEVELT 


Murder Charge, Based on Shindy, De- 
clared to Be Subterfuge. 


Patrick Cox, described in a ponderous brief 
to President Roosevelt and the state depart- 
ment as a peasant boy whose only fault 
was that he once got drunk at a wakeina 
‘sheebeen’ in County Mayo, Ireland, and 
then became involved in a shindy that result- 
ed in one death,” finds himself in a sad plight. 

He is a prisoner in the Cook county jail, and 
the British consulate in Chicago is seeking to 
get him extradited for trial in Ireland on a 
charge of murder. 

Cox's cage, which is more pathetic because 
his mother is insane and his relatives in Ire- 
land are too poor to aid in his defense, has 
attracted the attention of the Irish National- 
ist societies of Chicago, whose leaders have 
begun a fight against his extradition. 

President Elbridge Hanecy of the Irish Fel- 
lowship club and Attorney William Dillon 
went to Washington to make formal protest 
with President Roosevelt against the ex- 
tradition. Word has been received from them 
that there is strong hope the fight will be 
successful. 

Survival of Old Customs. 

Although it is nearly two months since 
Cox was arrested, preliminary skirmishes 
in the battle to save him from surrender to 
the English courts in Ireland have been car- 
ried on in secret. The facts were revealed 
only when the report of the interview of 
Mr. Hanecy, William Dillon, James Hamil- 
ton Lewis, and Robert Redfield with Preai- 
dent Roosevelt was telegraphed from Wash- 
ington and printed yesterday morning. 

From the story told in the brier presented 
to the Washington authorities by Mr. Dil- 
lon, who, with Patrick H. O'Donnell and 
A. J. Toolen, is doing the legal work in the 
fight against extradition of Cox, it is ap- 
parent that the Irish wake, as depicted in the 
novels of Charles Lever and Samuel Lover, 
is not wholly an obsolete institution in Ire- 
land. f

The Wake and Its Sequels.

strike him, with his fist. 


Assailants Fined for Assault. 

In the course of the fight one of the com- 
batants, not the defendant, was seen to strike 
Murray several blows on the head with a 
heavy stick, inflicting severe wounds. On 
April 22, two months after the fight, Cox, to- 
gether with others, was tried and convicted 
at Belmullet for assault and battery and 
fined £1, which fine he paid. 

Early in June the defendant left Ireland 
for America. On the way to the train he met 
Edward Murray, to whom he spoke and bade 
good-by. Murray then was building a fence 
near the roadside. A few days later Murray 
died. The post-mortem showed that death 
resulted from an abscess on the brain. The 
British government charges that the abscess 
was caused by the beating he received in the 
fight with Cox and McGrath. 

McGrath left Ireland for America just after 
Murray's death and has not been found. 
Cox was found im Chicago and the British 
consul had him arrested. 


Cox Tells of the Fight. 


When seen at the jail yesterday Cox was 
disconsolate. He is barely out of his teens. 
With difficulty he was induced to talk of the 
case. 

O, it was just one of those shirdies that 
we sometimes get into in Ireland when we 
lads get too much of the poteen in us,“ he 
said. ' We had been having some drink at 
the wake of poor old Mrs. Deane and when 
we had her buried the bunch stopped at the 
sheebeen to get some more whisky.”’ 

How much did you drink?“ 

Much too much it was that we took. Be- 
tween us three we got away with about three 
pints. Ed Murray, who was much older 
than McGrath or myself, started in to wai- 
lop us with a big shillelah. John wrested the 
shillelah from him and struck him with it 
several times on the head. Before John hit 
Ed with the cudgel my brother had come on 
the scene and taken meaway. I never struck 
Ed with anything but my st.“ 


May Become International Case. 


“The British authorities are seeking to 
extradite Cox on the charge of murder in 
order to convict him on the charge of man- 
slaughter,”’ said Attorney P. H. O’Don- 
nell. That is forbidden under the Web- 
ster and Blaine treaties. Cox already has 
Seen in jeopardy. He is not a fugitive and 
never was. He will make his case an inter- 
national one. 

“If he.is extradited we will hire one of the 
best lawyers in Ireland to defend him. We 
know he cam never be convicted of anything 
but manslaughter, at the worst, and if the 
British attempt to imprison him on that 
charge we will force his release or twist the 
lion’s tall into a Marcel wave.”

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FINDS NEW RAGE IN ALASKA 


Philadelphia Archaeologist First 
White to See Kuskwagamutes. 


THEIRS THE SIMPLE LIFE. 


Skins of Birds Furnish Clothes and 
Viee Is Unknown. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 29.—[Special.}—Dr. 
George B. Gordon, curator of the University 
of Pennsylvania’s archeological department, 
who returned today after a six months’ ex- 
pedition through the wildest regions of the 
far northwest, announces the discovery of a 
new race living along the Koskokwim river 
in Alaska. 

Dr. Gordon brings back a strange tale of 
this new race, which had never before seen 
a white man, and which differs from all other 
tribes of Alaskan Indians. 

Dr. Gordon heard rumors of the race in 
1905, and after innumerable hardships he 
reached the territory in which these aborigi- 
nes live in Adamic simplicity. They are called 
by the Eskimos Kuskwagamutes,” nd 
show strong traces of Mongolian ancestry. 
Crime and vice is utterly unknown among 
them and their religion is natural pantheism. 


Live Cleanly and Morally. 

They know absolutely nething of corrup- 
tion and degeneracy with which the whites 
have infected the Athabascan Indians and 
Eskimos. Dr. Gordon lived for several 
months among them. 

„Though they are dying out,“ Dr. Gordon 
said. they are strong and clean physically 
and intelligent. They have retained the most 
ancient characteristics of dress and speech. 
In elothing, instead of wearing furs, they 
sew skins of birds into robes, us.ng the 
breasts of loon and various species of ducks 
which abound in the river.“ 

Of their clothing, utensils, arms, etc., Dr. 
Gordon gathered collections, and when they 
arrive he and other ethnologists will try to 
discover whether the tribe is of Asiatic or- 
igin or whether it migrated from Lower Cal- 
ifornia. 

This new tribe is the only one in Alaska 
which makes pottery, Dr. Gordon says.

Cortelyou

Washington, D. C., Oct. 20.—[Special.}— — 


Means have been found by the treasury de 


partment which promise to terminate the 


currency stringency. Following the cabinet 
meeting today, Secrtary Cortelyou an- 


nounced he had decided to accept as secu- 


rity for government deposits banking paper 
which is approved by the savings banks laws 
of Connecticut and New Jersey. 

Heretofore the securities accepted by the 
secretary, with the exception of government 
bonds, have been those coming within the 
provisions of the banking laws of Massa- 
chusetta and New York. The difference be- 


tween the laws of Connecticut and New Jer- © 


sey and those of Massachusetts and New 
York relates only to the time when dividends 
shall be paid. 

By authorizing the extension the banking 
paper which becomes available as security 
for deposits is increased by about $600,000,000.

Approval for Roberts’ Plan. 

Besides this action, Secretary Cortelyou 
and Controller of the Currency Ridgely have 
given full approval of the plan of former Di- 
rector of the Mint George H. Roberts, now 
president of the Commercial National bank 
of Chicago, to get hold of government bonds 
to serve as a basis for additional bank note 
circulation which the Commercial bank de- 
sires to issue as a result of its increased 
capitalization. This privilege was sought 
not only for the Commercial but for all other 
banks which have increased their capitaliza- - 
tion, but have been unable to secure the 
government bonds to file with the treasury 
as security therefor in accordance with the 
law. 

It is estimated there are about $75,000,000 
of United States bonds im the treasury as se- 
curity for deposits. It has been the policy 
in the past, and Secretary Cortelyeu is con-

Refilling Treasury Coffers. 

Secretary Cortelyou also took steps today 
to emlarge the amount of cash in the treas- 
ury, which has been reduced to about $17,-

bank depositories at New York and Pittge 
burg. He has called upon various disbursing 


officers to return to the treasury large sums 


of money which they hold for disbursing pur- 
poses.

EN ROUTE TO CITY. 


First National Importing 
London Specie for Use of 


Packers and Grain Men. 


BANKERS PRAISE PUBLIC. 


Few Depositors Seek Withdraw- 
als and Situation Is Re- 
ported Improving. 


Two million dollars tn gold will arrive in 
Chicago next week from London, an impor- 
tation by the First National bank, to take 
care of the foreign shipments of the packing 
houses and grain merchants who feed the 
world. It will be the first of a stream of gold 
that will pour into this city from Europe. 
It also will be the first importation ef gold 
hy a Chicago banker for anumber of years. 

This ing announcement was made 
last evening by President James B. Forgan 
of the First National bank after a day of 
practically normal conditions in financial 
circles. 

There was every indication that the few 
savings banks depositors of the city who 
were at all anxious over the situation had 
become reassured that their money was en- 
tirely safe and in good hands. The thousands 
of depositors who had remained away—en- 
tirely satisfied with the situation—on the first 
banking day after the action of the clearing 
house committee in asking for the legal notice 
on withdrawals did not put in an appearance 
yesterday. 

Few Serve Notice. 


It is probable less than 700—some bankers 
placed the number at considerably smaller 
than that—presented notices yesterday of 
their intention to withdraw their funds at 
the expiration of sixty days. So that the 
total number of withdrawals or notices of 
withdrawal in two days will approximate 
2,200 out of a total of 400,000 depositors. 

There were a limited number who appeared 
to press requests for funds for legitimate 
needs and in such instances the officers of 
the savings banks looked after their require- 
ments cheerfully. In some cases of this 
character, when the people learned they 
could withdraw their savings, or a portion pf 
them, they changed their minds and went 
away without taking the money. 

The total deposits for the day more than 
exceeded the withdrawals: 

At the Illinois Trust and Savings bank the 
number of people who appeared at the with- 
drawal windows were less than one-half of 
those whe presented themselves the day be- 
fore. The number was deceptive, also, for, as 
on the preceding day, many of those who ap- 

were accompanied by relatives or 
friends—in some instances theventire family 
appearing to witness the operation. 

At the Hibernian bank conditions had as- 
sumed a normal aspect early in the day and 
at all of the other savings banks of the city 
normal conditions were emphasized by the 
lack of any unusual number of withdrawals 
and by the usual deposits to the credit of sav- 
ings accounts. 


“No Uneasiness —Forgan. 


“ So far as Chicago is concerned.“ said Mr. 
Forgan at the close of banking hours, the 
situation is much better than it was yester 
day, especially in the savings banks. I have 
reports from all the heads of those institu- 
tions, and there is now no uneasiness. There 
have been as many deposits today and yes- 
terday as there have been withdrawals. The 
situation could not be better. 


had arranged for the relief of the local situ- 
ation by the importation of British gold. 
“The First National, said he, has ar- 
ranged for the shipment of $2,000,000 in gold 
from London to Chicago, and this money will 
be employed in taking of the foreign 
shipments of Armour & , Swift & Co., and 
the other packing and grain merchants who 
feed the world. For the last few days these 
large industries have been tied up by their 
inability to negotiate drafts. 

„More gold will be imported each week as 
it is needed, and it will greatly relieve the 
local situation and enable things to take their

for our provisions. Gold is the basis of our 
credit, and this gives us $2,000,000 for credit 
purposes. 

Mr. Forgan said the pay rol’s and other 
demands of manufacturing and commercial 
interests becoming due on the first of the 
month would be met promptly. In his belief 
the crisis was past. 

Armour Praises Action. 


The action of the First National bank in 
importing gold will go a long way toward re- 
storing things to a normal basis in Chicago,’’ 
was the comment of J. Ogden Armour. In 
fact, as I have said all along, there is nothing 
to cause alarm in the present situation, and 
the calm attitude of the people following the 
action of the clearing house committee cer- 
tainly proves it. We are exporting $1 wheat 
to Buroepe now and certainly that is a reason 
for viewing the situation with equanimity.’’ 
Gold importations are being planned by 
several other local banks to facilitate the 
handling of grain and provisions here and in- 
directly throughout the west. What extent 
this movement will reach is not known, but 
in 1863, when Chicago was on a currency 
basis and New York on a certificate basis, 
about $5,000,000 was imported directly to 
this center. It is intimated strong pressure 
will be brought upon the railroad managers 
to use every effort to hasten grain shipments 
to the seaboard. Efforts will be made to ease 
up the situation east of Buffalo.

President J. V. Clarke of the Hibernian 
bank made a little speech to depositors who 
came in during the morning to secure some 
first hand information of conditions. 


Clarke Instructs Depositors. 


“TI gave them a good financial educational 
talk, Mr. Clarke said subsequently. I 
| told them that it was the intention of all 
the banks to look fully after the interests 
and needs of depositors and there was no rea- 
son for alarm, and gave them my reasons for. 
thinking so, and said that if they were pa- 
tient for just a few days the flurry would 
pass. Most of them went away fully satis- 
fied and did not even serve on us notice of 
withdrawal.” 

Mr. Clarke said the reserve in his bank 
was getting higher every day, and this fact, 
together with the 20 per cent of savings de- 
posits he always keeps on hand in the form 
of- spot cash, made him view the situation 
with extreme complacency. The total num- 
ber of notices of withdrawals for the two 
days were less than 300 out of around 45,000 
depositors. A good many workingmen or 
their wives came in during the afternoon and 
made deposits. Among them was a team- 
ster, who did much toward restoring confi- 
dence on the part of a few anxious ones by 
flourishing his bank book with its lHning of 
$5 and $10 notes about in a care free manner. 


Deposits Equal Withdrawals. 

At the First Trust and Savings bank, dur- 
ing the noon hour, usually the busiest dur- 
ing the day, there was nothing out of the 
normal. It was said all the withdrawals 
being made were legitimate. Some were for 
the purposes of meeting debts, payments of 
interest, or for other claims. Thenumber of 
depositors equaled the withdrawals, and on 
Monday there were 400 second deposits at 
the institution, it was stated. 

Conditions were reported normal at the 
Merchants’ Loan and Trust company, and 
President H. A. Haugan of the State Bank of 
Chicago\éaid there had been 170 withdrawals 
out of 25,000 depositors during the two days. 

President Charles G. Dawes of the Central 
Trust company reported 150 depositors had 
served notice of withdrawal out of 15,000. 

Of the clearing house certificates less than 
$1,500,000 were used, and but $2,000,000 worth 
it was said was sufficient for the transaction 
of business by Chicago’s banka.

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Retailers Believe Checking of 
Speculation Will Reduce 
Cost of Living. 


PRICE OF BUTTER LOWER 


Warm Weather Keeps the Mar- 
ket Abundantly Supplied 
with Fresh Eggs. 


That the present disturbed financial condt- 
tion may bring in its wake a general and sub- 
stantial reduction im the cost of living was 
the talk yesterday among jobbers, whole- 
salers,, and retailers of meats, eggs, and 
other food products. 

Some of them expressed the belief that a 
reduction of 10 per cent in the retail price of 
meats may be made in a few days, should 
the present money stringency continue, If 
the present comparatively mild weather con- 
tinues, there is sure to be a drop in the price 
of both fresh and cold storage eggs. 

Nearly 1,000,000 cases of eggs are in cold 
storage in Chicago. For several weeks fresh 
eggs have sold at 27 cents a dozen retail, and 
the cooled variety at 28 cents. Heavy 
receipts of fresh eggs from the south may 


varieties in a few days. | 

In South Water street many dealers were 
quoting the best creamery butter at 26 cents 
a pound wholesale. This probably will cause 
a reduction in the retail price of from 35 cents 
to 80 and 81 cents a pound. 5 


Light Receipts Advance Pork. 


While the retail price of beef and other 
packing house products remained substan- 
tially the same, hope was held out that a re- 
duction by the packers is at hand. There 
was a single exception in pork, which ad- 
vanced in price.. This was attributed to 
light receipts. 

It looks as if there is sure to be a decline 
in the prices of food products all along the 
Une,“ said Marius Kirkeby, a west side com- 
mission dealer. The market is shaky al- 
ready as a result of the present money 
stringency. 

In looking over the prices I found several 
articles which, were quoted at a reduction, 
because the dealers are anxious to realize 
their money. They fear they may be tied 
up financially by the money stringency among 
the banks and so are willing to sell even be- 
low cost to get their money back. 

The disturbed financial condition also 
has had a marked effect on the speculators 
in food products. Speculation has fallen off 
materially and this undoubtedly will have a 
tendency to reduce prices for the consumer, 
as well as for the wholesale and jobber.” 


Weather Keeps Hens Busy. 

I look for a reduction in the price of meats, 
but 80 far prices have kept pretty steady,“ 
said Sol Westerfield. president of the Retail 
Merchants’ Association of Illinois, and a 
large retail dealer. “If we should get a 
spell of comparatively warm weather fora 
few weeks the retail price of eggs will drop. 
Cold weather, however, will cause a strike 
among the hene and bring high prices.“ 

Thomas J. Connors, superintendent of 
Armour & Co., said the packers contemplate 
no general reduction in the price of beef. 

Prices are regulated solely by the supply 
and demand,“ said Mr. Connors. Small 
reductions have been made here and there, 
but in general it may be said that prices re- 
main about the same.“ 

Michael Cudahy, president of the Cudahy 
Packing company, held out hope that a gen- 
eral reduction of meat and pork prices will 
be made in the near future. He explained 
that his brother, Edward A. Cudahy of the 
Omaha branch of the corporation, meant in 
the future when he spoke of a reduction of 
10 per cent in the price of meate and hog 
products. 

“TI believe pork prices will go Jown mate- 
rially should our European market decline,“ 
Mr. Cudahy eaid. **‘ Denmark, Germany, and 
England are raising a lot of hogs, and thie is 
going to limit our market in those countries, 
with the résult that the surplus will have to 
be sold at home at a reduced price.“

Bishop Muldoon found noth- 
ing alarming in the present situation. 

While there is nothing to alarm us de- 
cause of the present situation, it carries with 
it a lesson,“ said Bishop Muldoon. ‘“I¢ 
shows what lack of confidence will do. Lack 
of confidence generally is brought about, 
not because a great number of persone are 
dishonest, but because we permit ourselves 
to Judge many by the deeds of afew. . 


Honesty of Purpose Needed. 
All of which shows what an influence a 
mighty few persons have on the public mind 
These facts show the necessity of honesty of 
purpose and action of all of us. 
I believe that the bankers, who are play- 
ing such an important part in the present 
crisis, are worthy of trust. I do not believe 
that there is the slightest cause for alarm. 
Those who are alarmed, however, fear be- 
cause of the dishonesty of the few, and not 
because of any general ocondition.”’ 


Move for New Legal Holiday. 

A possible result of the meeting may be 
national agitation for the recognition of 
Oct. 12—on which Columbus landed in 1492— 
as a legal holiday. After Senator Albert J. 
Hopkins had completed an address dealing 
with the situation in the United States sen- 
ate, Anthony Czarnecki, chairman of the 
meeting, introduced the subject, which has 
long been a subject of discussion by members 
of the Knights of Columbus. 

“I suggest the appointment of Senator 
Hopkins as a committee of one to represent 
this order in the senate for the purpose of 
making a legal holiday of Oct. 12,“ he said. 

The suggestion was put to a vote and was 
unanimously carried.

ONE VICTIM A SUICIDE. 


Prisoner Accused of Minneapolis 
Fraud Which Drove Nelson 
W. Clark to Death. 


New York, Oct. 29.—[{Special.J—James E. 
Lytle, 49 years old, who has recently been liv- 
ing at the Hotel Knickerbocker, was arrested 
this noon in front of 27 Pine street charged 
with swindling H. Swart’ of 29 Cortlandt 
street out of 62,000 by selling to him stock in 
the Automatic Needle company. It is al- 
leged that the any is without assets, and 
that no such needie exists. 

In the éapture of Lytle the police believe 
they have arrested one of the cleverest crim- 
mals operating in the country. They, say 
that he has secured more than ,000 
through his bogus companies. 

Lytle is wanted by the Minneapolis police 
for a similar swindle in connection with the 
Self-Threading Needle company, the vice 
president of which, Nelson W. Clark, recently 
committed suicide by leaping from the Lake 
street bridge. 

Needle Factory a Myth. 

Swart says in his complaint that Lytle 
showed him a cut of a factory belonging to 
the Automatic Needle company, which he 
alleged was situated at Foxboro, Mass. He 
also stated that he had already sold $300,- 
000 worth of stock and had orders for as much 
more. Swart thereupon invested $2,000 in 
the company. This was in April, 1903, and 
shortly afterward Lytle disappeared. 

He was next heard of in Minneapolis, where 
he organized the Self-Threading Needle com- 
pany, of which A. Horswell was president. 
and Nelson W. Clark vice president. Then 
Lytle went to London, and several weeks 
ago the fraud was discovered, Clark’s sul- 
cide followed. 

Telegrams Show His Guilt. 

With Lytle when he was arrested was a 
man who said that he was E. F. Hathaway 
of Penn Yan, N. Y. The police found in 
Lytle’s possession a number of interesting 
letters and telegrams. One telegram, signed 
“J. W. M.,“ was dated Minneapolis, Oct. 17, 
and was sent to Lytle, care of Lester Graves 
& Niles, 27 Pine street. It read: 

Needle company busted. Clark committed sui- 
cide. They’re after you hot, criminal and civil. 
Keep out of sight, but in touch with Pine street. 
Will meet you at Pine street next Tuesday noon. 
Address me West hotel. Dangerous here. 

Lytle was arraigned in the Tombs police 
court charged with grand larceny. Magis- 
trate Wahle held him in $15,000 bail for ex- 
amination on Thursday. 


SELLER OF BONDS ARRESTED.

Bought Securities Now Said to 
Be Worthless. 


August Meroux, a bond salesman, was ar- 
rested yesterday on a warrant charging 
him with obtaining money by a confidence 
game.

Clasps Beggar Girl in Arms, 

The lady fumbled around in her pocket- 
book and drew out the desired coin, and was 
about to hand it to the beggar, but, upon 
catching sight of the girl's face, she uttered 
@ scream, and, rushing forward, threw her 
arms aroung the child's neck and began hug- 
ging and kissing her. After this the officer 
and his wife and the little beggar girl drove 
away. The following explanation of the 
scene was obtained later: ° 

During the battle of Liaoyang the officer 
was in command of a regiment and lived 
with his wife and daughter in a Chinese hut 
near the scene of operations. When the 
flight of the Russian soldiers began they 
were followed by bands of roving bandits, 
who burned and looted everything they could 
lay their hands on. In the panic which fol- 
lowed the disordered retreat the officer's 
daughter, a young girl, was lost.

pearance. The treasures consist of a collec- 
tion of golden medals struck off by the vari- 
ous emperors of Russia in memory of great 
historical events, as well as a number of an- 
tique golden coins found during excavation 
work in southern Russia. 

The phantom complained that these had 
been replaced by copper replicas, and it de- 
olared further, according to the writer, that 
a number of the diamonds belonging to the 
crown regalia stored in the Hermitage mu- 
seum and valued at $10,000,000 had been re- 
placed by glass imitations. 


Skeptical of Denials. 


The publication of this dream was followed 
at once by semi-official denials, but today it 
was admitted that the medals and coins had 
been substituted because of the danger of 
their being carried away during some ex- 
treme revolutionary disorder. The originals, 
it is declared, are stored in safety. The 
disappearance of a jewel headed cane which 
belonged to Peter the Great, reported by the 
„phantom,“ also is admitted, and many per- 
sons believe that the phantom may be 
right regarding the regalia diamonds. 


CONSERVATIVES STAY IN DUMA. 


First Set of Final Elections of Members 
of Third Russian Parliament

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 29.—The first set 
of the final elections of members of the third 
Russian parliament from St. Petersburg has 
been completed by the choice of three more 
octobrists from Tambov. The 380 members 
chosen are divided as follows: 

One hundred and fifty-nine conservatives, 
101 octobrists and moderates, forty-one 
constitutional democrats, and twenty~nine 
radicals. 


Will Vote No More Money to Russia. 

HELSINGFORS, Oct. 29.—The diet today 
adopted by 104 votes to 91 the proposed ap- 
propriation for $4,000,000 as a biennial com- 
pensation to the Russian government for the 
exemption of Finns from service in the Rus- 
sian army.

A meet- 
ing of the Chicagoans indicted was held last 
night, when it was agreed to surrender to 
Shesiff Glover on his arrival in Chicago this 
morning, furnish bonds, and prepare to fight 
the case at once. 

The indictments are the result of an acci- 
dent on the electric line near Charleston last 
August, when fifteen persons were killed and 
nearly fifty serfously injured.

Indictments Cause Sensation. 

Although the indictments were expected by 
the Chicagoans connected with the com- 
pany the confirmed report that a criminal 
charge had been placed against Judge Gross- 
cup and others caused something of a sensa- 
tion. The judge was shocked when notified 
that the indictments had been returned and 
for some time refused to comment upon the 
action of the grand jury. Later he issued 
a short statement which showed how deeply 
he felt the cloud under which he had been 
placed. 

„I have always had a tender regard for 
human life,“ he sald, and this hurts more 
than I can express. To say I do not care 
would be untrue. In thirty yeare of a busy 
life I have never even been sued in a civil 
court. I do not care to discuss the matter 
except to pay that the accident was due to no 
defect in construction or machinery. It was 
due to a human error in carrying out orders. 
My sole connection with the accident was 
that I wae a director at the time it occurred. 


Stab in Back, Says Sampsell. 

Mr. Sampsell was less conservative in bis 
comments and declared the indictment of 
the officers and directors of the company was 
due to a desire for sensationalism on the 
part of the Charleston authorities. 

„ The directors were not to blame for the 
accident,”” he said, and this regrettable 
action is the result of sensational attacks 
on the road. The indictment. is merely a 
formal charge, but it is like a stab in the 
back and hurts just the same. We wiltoffer 
no ojection to the service of the warrants, 
but will give bonds and prepare to wipe 
this stain out as soon as possible. Further 
than this I do not care to say.” 

Reports from Charleston that had included 
the name of L. C. Rose of the Colonial Trust 
and Savings bank proved unfounded. Mr.

Various features of the investigation of the 
robbery of Lineoln J. Carter, the playwright, 
who was held up near Clark and Lake streets 
some nights ago and robbed of $1,000, brought 
the detective bureau situation to a head. In 
connection with the robbery Morris Simons 
and Dennis O' Keefe, both having criminal 
records, were arrested. Simons was arrest- 
ed while running away from the scene of the 
robbery, while O’ Keefe was arrested the fol- 
lowing day. 


Overtures to Protect Thieves. 


It was but a short time later that Mr. Car- 
ter was surprised to receive overtures for the 
return of the stolen money, it being stipu- 
lated that the men who robbed him should 
not be prosecuted. Capt. O’Brien advised 
Mr. Carter, after a conference, to accept the 
money if he could get it, but not to agree to 
protect the criminals. 

The real surprise of the case, however, was 
when Lieut. Thomas Howard of the detective 
bureau called on Mayor Busse and, it is sald. 
asked the mayor about various plans for re- 
turning the money to Mr. Carter and securing 
immunity for the thieves. There are some 
who say that no sober member of the force 
would venture to make such a proposition to 
the mayor. 

Just what took place nobody except the 
two principals in the case appears to know. 
It is known, howeter, that Mayor Busse was 
anything but pleased. 

“You return to your commanding officer 
and tell him just what you have said to me,“ 
the mayor is quoted as saying. I won't 
discuss such a question with you.” 

The next development in the case was that 
Capt. O’Brien was summoned to see the 
mayor on urgent business.“ This conver- 
sation also was not discussed outside of the 
inner chambers of the mayor’s office. Capt. 
O’Brien said that he could not discuss the 
case and that Mayor Busse alone could say 
what was being done. As Mayor Busse was 
absent from his office during the afternoon, 
attending the funeral of James Reddick, he 
could not be questioned. 

“TI believe Lieut. Howard to be a good po- 
liceman and he probably does as much work 
as the other members of the department,” 
said Capt. O'Brien.

Officials at Biggest Funeral 
Since That of Harrison. 


WIDOW DROPS AT THE BIER. 


Now Is in Serious Condition as Result 
of Twice Swooning. 


Simplicity marked the last rites over the 
body of James Reddick, public administra- 
tor and chairman of the Cook county repub- 
Hean central committee, who was killed last 
Saturday night in an automobile accident. 

The family residence, 1676 Humboldt boule- 
vard, where the funeral services were held 
yesterday afternoon, was the center of a 
crowd of 2.000 persons, including hundreds of 
personal friends of Mr. Reddick and many of 
the most pfominent men in state, county, and 
city political circles. 

Comparatively few persons were able to 
gain entrance to the house. Outside fifty po- 
licemen were on duty to clear the way for the 
pallbearers’ procession and to protect the 
many beautiful floral pieces. During the 
service the front of the house was a solid bank 
of floral tributes. Six carriages were re- 
quired to convey the flowers to the cemetery. 


Widow Swoons Over Coffin. 


Mrs. Reddick, who accompanied her hus- 
band at the time he was killed and was her- 
seif injured in the accident, was able to at- 
tend the services. A scene was caused by 
Mrs. Reddick's collapse just before the pro- 
cession started for Rosehill. 

After the services. Mra. Reddick was aided 
to the side of the bier. She raised the veil 
from her face to take a last look at her hus- 
band's face. Then with a cry she fainted, 
falling across the flower laden coffin. Dr. E. 
J. Hook was prompt to aid Mrs. Reddick and 
a few minutes later she was almost carried 
to the carriage through the solid lines of 
people, many of whom were women. 

Again at the grave Mrs. Reddick swooned 
and was resuscitated with some difficulty. 
Her condition last night was considered sert- 
ous.

SHOP MEN KEPT AT WORK. 


Burlington Line Also Uses Ax on Its 
Track Force as Winter Comes. 


Omaha, Neb., Oct. 29.—[§pecial ]—Five 
thousand men employed in construction 
gangs along the Hne of the Union Pacific were 
laid off today, but the move is no way related 
to financial stringency, according to a state- 
ment made by General Manager Mohler. A 
reduction in track forces necessarily takes 
place at this season of year on account of 
shorter hours and cold weather. 

Mr. Mohler said all work not absolutely 
necessary at present was being stopped. Al 
men engaged in new work all along the sys- 
tem are being laid off. This includes the 
grading outfite on Lane cutoff, on which 
$6,000,000 has been expended to save ten sg: sae 
of distance. 

In explanation of this Mr. Mohler said: 

“We are doing at the present time an ex- 
ceedingly large amount of improvement 
work and have put our property in the best 
‘physical condition it has ever known. There- 


comes earlier than usual and has heen acted 
upon. We are continuing all improvement 
work which can be done to advantage and 
which we can utilize, and work which cannot 
be carried on at normal expense will be dis- 
continued.” 

None of the shop forces have been laid off, 
and no reduction there is contemplated... Nor 
has there been any reduction in the number 
of employés in the traffic or other depart- 
ments of the road.

York Has More than Dozen 
Wounds from Dagger. 


BOMB UNDER SWEATER. 
Death Believed in Revenge for 
Victim’s Failure to Obey 
Seeret Mandate. 


New York, Oct. 29.—[ Special. ]—His body 
pierced in more than a dozen places by dag- 
gers and stilettos in the hands of fellow mem- 
bers of the Black Hand society, the body of 
Vito Grimaldi, 28 years old, 118 Central ave- 

ue, East New York, was found early today, 

ying face dow nward in a gutter opposite pub- 
lie school No. 145, in Knoll street. 

Clutehed in the dead man’s hand was a 
9 inch dagger. In his pocket was found a 
boaded revolver and under his sweater was 
strapped a three pound dynamite bomb with 
cap and time fuse attached. There is no 
doubt, the police say, that the man ig a vie- 
tim of fellow members of the Black Hand. 
the dreaded Camorra, and that his death was 
probably the result of his failure to obey a 
mandate of the band to commit a murder to 
which he had been assigned. 


Suspect Under Arrest. 

Hugh Manefie:d was taken from the New 
York Central yards at Twelfth avenue and 
Bixty-third street early today suffering from 
a laceration of the leg anda slight laceration 
of the scalp: After he had been attended in 
Rooseveit hospital the police decided to: hold 
him as a “ suspicious person,“ believing he 
may know something of the Grimaldi murder. 

The man’s body was found by Policeman 
Hoeffling. It was still warm when found. 
After a superficial examination made by an 
ambulance surgeon from the German hos- 
pital it was declared that at least nine dag- 
gers had penetrated the man's heart. In 
every way the murder has the same evidences 
of death for revenge that were br t ta 
light in the case of Benedetto Madiné, a sup- 
posed Black Hand traitor who was murdered 
and whose body was found mutilated in an 
ash barrel on the lower east side. 

As the policeman lifted the body to the 
sidewaik he felt a large, hard substance 
under the sweater worn by the man. Ex- 
amination showed it to be a dynamite homb 
of conical shape. It had been loaded, evi- 
dently by an expert, with nitroglycerin. 
The fulminating cap was in place and four 
and a half feet of time fuse was attached, 
neeging Only the match to set it off. 


List of Supposed Victims. 

In Grimaldt's pockets was found a lit of 
wealthy Italians in Brooklyn and other parts 
of New York. The police refuse to make this 
Ust public, but are satisfied that Grimaldi 
had been deputized to kill these men or to 
have been an accomplice in their murders. 
They believe the bomb carried by him was to 
have been placed under the home of some 
Italian who had refused to pay tribute to the 
Camorra. The bomb found on Grimaldi was 
a double of the one that had been placed in 
the home of Jeseph Tamburo, a banker, of 
182 Johnson avenue, Brooklyn, some time 
ago because he had failed to comply with the 
demands of the blackmailers.

Wame Delegates to Consider Placing 
“Plantation Venture“ Under Wing 
of Defense Society.

RUSH 1 ON TO ) BUY, LANDS. 


Interchangeable Mileage Books Cannot 
Be Issued Til December 10. 


' — — 


At a joint meeting of the Western and 
Southwestern Passenger associations yester- 
day it was decided to increase the rates for 
homeseeker excursions, Heretofore the rate 
nas been one fare plus $2 for the round sah 
with a maximum rate of $25. 

Since the railroads made their tariffs m 
compliance with the 2 cent rate laws in the 
officials claim, the homeseeker 
business has been carried at approximately 
a cent a mile. 
wished to abolish the rates entirely, there are 
others which have found the homeseeker ex- 
cursions beneficial in building up traffic, so 
a compromise was arranged. Under this 
the rate will be a fare and one-half plus $2 
in states with 2 cent laws, and a fare and 
one-third in & cent states. Moreover, the 
maximum rate was increased to 830 from 
Chicago. al 


* Rush of Homeseckers. 

The homeseekers’ business has been ex- 
ceptionally large this year, and while the 
southwest has been the favored district the 
northwestern roads have had all they could 
handle. 

Some rallroad men delleve the great 
amount of this business is due to the un- 
settled financial: conditions in the east; that 
men who might otherwise put their money 
in the banks or purchase bonds with it are 
buying «the cheap land in the southwest. 
President B. L. Winchell of the Rock Island, 
when asked what he thought of this theory, 
said: 

1 doubt if that is responsible for the 
great homeseeker business which the south- 
western lines are having now, but it doubt- 
less will have an effect later on. Men with 
a few thousand dollars may feel their money 
is safer in western lands than in bonds or 
stocks. It seems to me, however, this flurry 
ig too recent to have affected our home- 
seeker business.“ 


Must Wait for Mileage Books. 


It was announced the 2,000 mile inter- 
changeable mileage books could not be is- 
sued before Dec. 10 owing to the require- 
ment that thirty days’ notice be given the 
interstate commerce commission. Formerly 
the 2 cent rate in mileage books has been 
limited to the purchaser and was good only 
on the issuing line. 

Under a decision of the interstate com- 
merce commission just announced the ralil- 
roads are entitled to demurrage from the 
owners of private caf lines even where the 
cars are kept on switch tracks built by the 
roads for the use of these cars. The opin- 
ion was occasioned’ by a complaint filed 
against the Chicago and Northwestern by 
the Cudahy Packing company and its effect 
will be felt by all the big packing com- 
panies, independent oi] companies, and other 
concerns owning their own cars.

Dissolve the salts of tartan in the 
warm water and add the juice of the lemons, 
strained. When the effervescing caused by 
adding the lemon juice is over, hold the head 
down over the wash bowl and wet the hair 
and head thoroughly. Rub the scalp with 
the tips of the fingers until a good lather is 
formed. After rubbing the scalp until you 
are sure it is perfectly clean, rinse the heir 
in malt & dozen waters. Rub until nearly dry 
and then shake gently so as to allow plenty 
of air to circulate. 

Never make the mistake of dressing the 
hair while there ig the feast suspicion of 
Gampness about it.

The dissolution of the bankers’ pool which 
has been loaning money was the cause of 
the stringency in that respect, and the fact 
that the majority of the brokers are refusing 
to accept buying contracts on margins re- 
sulted in the small transactions for the day. 

The purchase of securities here for foreign 
account is a material factor in furthering 
the control of the international exchanges, 
which may enable additional imports of gold. 
The response of the foreign money markets 
to yesterday's heavy engagements of gold 
for shipment to New York was pronounced. 

There was a cancellation of part of one of 
yesterday's gold engagements, and the re- 
covery in foreign exchange today was on a 
demand attributed to covering against some 
of yesterday’s engagements. 

Another rise in the price of oopper was the 
measure of the additional buying for export. 
There was a sharp reaction from the violent 
early advance in the London price of copper. 

It is moteworthy that, notwithstanding the 
famine conditions in the money market, there 
are still outstanding $5,920,950 of government
